May use Rod 3 © House-Rules, but hare not declared their intent as yet (and may in fact

The question of the Crawl revolves around the use in the Rulebook of the word 
"space", which is not defined* It could (on the analogy of "unit") mean "a proviaoe or 
a body of water", or it could mean "a place to which a unit may move"* If the latter 
definition is accepted, Spa(nc) and Spa(so) are different spaces (as are Bul(ec) and 
Bul(ac) , StP(nc) and StP(ec) ) „ This is the source of the Coastal Crawls the Rulebook 
says that a standoff occurs when "two units are ordered each to the space the other oc- 
cupies",, But if one takes the second definition, then orders such as **F Por-Spa(sc), 
P Spa(no)-Por w do not result in a standoff, since there are two spaces in Spain. This 
same rationale is involved in two retreat rulings* wherein ( e . g« ) a unit dislodged froe 
Por by an attaok from Spa(so) may retreat to Spa(no); and in which (e.go), if there has 
been a standoff in Bul(ec) , a dislodged unit may still retreat to Bul(sc)o The word 
''space 1 * controls the retreat rule, as well* 

The trouble with this ruling is that it flies in the faoe of the falsely clear 
implication of the Rulebook that "space" does mean "a province or body of water*, and 
it involves some serious anatsclles. Don Miller (in MPLOHAUIA I4/I5) once suggested

to the same space **« But "F 0©s-3pa(no) , F Lyo-Spa(so) w is therefore not a standoff if 
one adopts the "place to which a unit may move 1 * definition which justifies the Coastal 
Crawl o In short, if one accepts the Coastal Crawl, he must (if he wishes to be con- 
sistent) allow two fleets to occupy Spain, or Bulgaria, or St. Petersburg.:. Tet no one 
does this, even though the Rulebook also says "no two units may occupy the aaoe space 
at the same time 1 * (emphasis mine), Why? Because in that paragraph, which is the first 
place in the Rulebook "bp ace" is used, it is clear beyond question that "province or 
body of water" ic meant* And if that is so, then the Coastal Crawl cannot be legal o 
(There is also a complication involved in the Crawling Retreat, which has been 
raised by Andrew Phillips, This is discussed in LILL1F0T #1.)

Some General and Speoifio Theoretical Considerations 

A ruling elite comes to power bringing with it a speoifio set of values and ideaso 
It applies those values and ideas to the problems of the society it rules and comes up 
with effective solutions^ After a time, however, the society begins to change far more 
fundamentally than the ruling class changes* The old solutions no longer work with the 
same effioaoyf new problems arise with which the upper class is no longer able to deal 
because of its value system,* This lack of relevance means that problems, or dysfunc- 
tions* in the society are no longer effectively dealt withj thus, as the upper olass 
becomes increasingly irrelevant, the society becomes increasingly dysfunotional» 

For example, European societies ruled by a landed, feudal aristocracy were, be- 
ginning in I64O, overthrown by revolutions which brought to power bourgeois or mana- 
gerial groups. This is because the commercial -industrial revolution whioh had begun 
to sweep Europe at this time brought on problems whioh feudal values could neither 
understand nor solve 0 Society became increasingly dysfunctional, a situation of 
which the ohronic and most oomraon symptom was- laok of adequate funds in the national 
treasury (see, i.e., Crane Brinton, Anatomy of Revolution) " 
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This process of change in a society can b© called modernigatlone The term ia 
usually applied to contemporary processes ia ■which feudal, neo-Ceudal, and tribal 
societies are being transformed into more industrialised or "modern'* state & (see, e.go, 
David Apter, The Politics of Modernizatiot^) ^ However, it should be obvious that 
any society which is moving from one state of organisation to another, particularly 
in the sense of following an historical trend, is "modernizing". 

The opportunity to modernize, and the process of modernisation, presents serious 
problems for the traditional ruling elite* This was (and is) true of industrialization, 
particularly.. Modernisation, on one hand, provides a nation with a means of increased 
power as opposed to its traditional neighbors. It may also mean survival as opposed to 
neighbors already modernized (cf 8 , e.g., both China and Russia at the end of the 19th 
Century) » On the other hand, however, the process calls into being, or increases in 
si a e» classes of individuals whose values are inimioal to those of the present rulers 
and places in their hands the real power of the state. Thus the ruling elite must 
choose between extinction in international competition (or revolution at home) and 
loss of power through voluntary surrender (or revolution if they try to have their 
cake and eat it too) „ Modernisation may, of course, oocur without conscious action 
by the ruling elite to bring it about. This happened, e.g., in England and Prance. 
States which modernise later usually seem to do so by direction from above. Thus it 
was in Tsarist Russia and Porfirian Mexico.

The early history of the Parsimonidae of Hovl Sodom is imperfectly known. The 
earliest known member was Parsixaonius the Filthy, for whom the family was named, a 
garbage collector in Gastritis (hiring the early 10th Century. In 0.935 he moved to 
Hovt Sodom, where he and his thirty-odd (or thirty odd) daughters opened a brothel 
which was soon known throughout the region as the moat perverse, and hence the most
